“We are staying home this summer,” 
anid the young mother, “as we do not ~ 
think the baby old enough to be taken 
out of its usual environment, and*we 
would not go without him.” There 
are no doubt thousands of young moth- 
ere and fathers doing the same thing. 
‘They realize that there aro a certain 
number of years of their lives that 
they must give to the children and 
that they must put aside their own 
comfort: In order to do it Mothers 
don't break down when they are doing 
this sort of work as a general thing 
and should try to lve as calmly and 
comfortably as possible under the cir- 
cumstances, It is always with relief 
that one bears the young mother say 
“we” are staying at home, for the . 
father owes it to his child as much as 
the mother fo be near it during the 
eritical months of babyhood. Together 
they can most certainly do better for 
the child than either one could alone, 
_and along with the cares of mother 
hood should go baud in hand the re 
sponsibilities of fatherbood.

People were greatiy addicted to pr. 
ent medicines 100 years ogo, ond a 
ease that was tried In 1817 In Eng: 
land gives some idea of the pill taking 
proclivities of the time. An apothecary 
sued one Samuel Jessup for payment 
of a long standing account. The bill 
extended to fifty-five closely written 
columns arid showed that In twenty 
years be took 226,934 pills, beginuing 
with the modest number of twenty- 
nine a day and advancing by easy 
stages: to a daily constmption of sev- 
enty-elght. During tho sime period he 
consumed 40,000 bottles of Mixtures, 
besides juleps, electuaries and other 
infallible specifies. The apothecary 
won the day, but Jessup died soon 
efterward at the nage of. sixty-five, no 
ubt from stopping the medicine. 

In the advertisement of their wares 
the eighteenth century quack medicine 
proprietors were quite as resourceful 
as the modern representatives of thelr 
craft. Newberry, the proprietor of 
“Dr. James’ Powders,” was a pub- 
lisher and managed tw make one 
branch of his business help the other 
by Inducing his authors—tneluding 
Goldsmith—to scatter references to the 
powders throughout the pages of their 
books. 

Thus, In “Goody Two Shoes,” the 
twroine’s father “perished miserably” 
because so unfortunate as to be ‘'seiz. 
ed with a fever In a place where Dr. 
James’ powder was not to be bad.”— 
Chicago News. 


PRICKLY PEARS. 


Eat Them as Indians Do if You Like 
Their Peculiar Flavor. 

Nobody but an Indian knows how to 
eat a prickly pear. The fruit graws 
on the edge of n thick green lenf and 
bristles with myriads of closely sect 
thorns, sharp as needics and fine as 
hairs. Though they cannot be seen 
with the naked eye, they can certainly 
be felt, as any one who bas tried the 
usual method of picking them with a 
pocket bandkerchief can testify. The 
fine thorns penetrate the fingers, ond 
the flesh swells, festers, becomes In- 
fiamed and, if neglected, often de- 
velops into a serious case of blood 
polsoning 

When on Indian wants to eat it he 
cuts a small stick, sharpens it and 
thrusts the point into the ripe fruit. 
Slicing off the pear with a sharp knife 
and holding it on the stick, he peels It, 
taking care to avoid touching the rind 
with bis fingers. He drops the peel ou 
the ground to the bitter sorrow of any 
barefoot boy who happens to step 
on it. 

A liking for cactus fruit may be ac- | 
quired, like the taste for olives, but 
it is not likely to rival the cantaloupe 
or even the humble grapefruit in popu- 
lar favor.— It resembles cracked wal- 
but shells molstened with water, mix- 
ed with sawdust and cork and sprin- 
kled with brown sugar, a little lemon 
juice and a dash of quinine. Any one 
who tastes it once is satisfied to let 
the Indian gather the entire crop.—

Consus Statistics Show That It is on 
the Decline, 


The census statistics of flliteracy for , 


1910, now published, are ver’ encour- 
aging, while leaving much to be de- 
sired. In every section of the country 
the proportion of those ten years of 
age and over who cannot write, which 
is the census test of illiteracy, has 
heen reduced since 1900. It has fallen 
from 24.9 to 17.4 per cent In the most 
illiterate section, the east south central 
states.

The 
reduction of negro illiteracy since 1900 
fn the south Atlantic states has been | 
from 47.1 to $2.5 per cent; in the east | 
south central from 49.2 to 34.8 per 
cent; In the west south central from | 
48 to 33.1 per cent.--New York World. 


SPANKING BAD KOREANS. 
Official Rules Under Which the Pun- 
ishment Is Applied. 

The Official Gazette contains an ad- 
ministrative order giving minute direec- 
tions as to the method of application 
of corpora! punishment in the Korean 
peninsula. 

The culprit shall lie on his stomach, | 
his bands stretched out above his 
head and fastened. Straps are to be 
passed around the body and round the 
knee joints and arms, with the clothes 
so arranged as to expose the bips. 
The executioner shall stand with his | 
whip at arm's length, the tip protrud- 
ing three inches over the edge of the 
prisoner's body. The executioner's

Telephone For Deaf Mutes.
